GREATLY EXAGGERATED.

Kiivoy 
Characterize* 


£a»tern War Storie*. 


Wflsliingtou, April S.—"All the war- 


like leports," says Mr. M. Koiualu, sec- 
retary of the Japanese legation, in an 
interview published in the Washington 
Post, "which have been sent oui from 
Japan by foreign correspondents to 
London and thence transmitted to this 
i ountry are more or less exaggerated 
and home of them utterly groundless. 
For instance, nothing can be more false 
than the report appearing on Saturday 
to the effect that Japan addressed to 
Russia a note which almost amounted 
to an ultimatum. Now that China has 
refused to sign the Mauehurian con- 
vention and Russia has decided not to 
insist upon its conclusion 1 urn quite 
at a loss to find out what has given 
rise to such a preposterous report. 


"It is very likely that the Japanese 


minister at St. Petersburg should have 
given Rus.xia verbal ad\ ice that the 
alter would better submit the conven- 
tion to the international conference at 
Poking, and there is no reason why 
Russia would refrain from doing so if 
the convention contained nothing, as 
has been declared by Russia herself, 
which was detrimental to the integrity 
of China or injurious to the inn-rests 
of tho powers concerned. 
Japan is 


ready to approve or support any prop- 
osition, no matter what state makes 
it, provided it Is just aud proper. All 
that Japan wants in' international 
transactions is 'fair play' and nothing 
more, but nothing less. It is believed 
thai the Peking negotiations will pro- 
ceed iu perfect harmony, uninterrupted 
by the Incident caused by the. Man- 
churlau convention, which now seeing 
to have boon fairly settled."

WRECK MAKES CANNIBALS. 


tiir^injj; Snilorm Eat Their Fellow 


Sufferers. 


London, April 8.—The Singapore cor- 


respondent of The Daily Express wires 
tho following ghastly story of canni- 
balism at sea brought to Singapore by 
two survivors of the X6va Scotiau 
bark Angola, wrecked six days' sail 
from Manila on Oct. 23 last: 


"The survivors, Johnson, a Swede, 


aud Marticoruu, a Spaniard, assert that 
the Angola struck a reef. 
Two rafts 


were built. The smaller, bearing flve 
men, disappeared. The latter, with 12, 
drifted for 40 days. 
The sailors ate 


barnacles, seaweed aud finally their 
boots. 


"On the twenty-fifth day two became 


insane ami killed themselves. On the 
twenty-sixth a Frenchman killed the 
mate with an ax, drank his blood and 
tried to eat his brains, but was pre- 
vented by the others. 
Next day the 


Fronclnuau was killed while attempt- 
ing to murder the captain. The sur- 
vivors, all of whom were now insane, 
ate the Frenchman's body. 


"Cannibalism continued until only 


Johnson aud Marticornu remained. On 
tho forty-second day tho raft stranded 
on Suhl, or Flat, island, in the Natuna 
group, northwest of Borneo. Johnson 
aud Marticornu were awfully emaciat- 
ed. 
Friendly Malays sent them by

The list 
from which the grsnd total was made 
includes the ordinary

contributions for educational, benevo- 
lent and religious purposes, or state and 
municipal appropriations to public aud 
sectarian institutions and tbe grants or 
congress for various measures of relief- 


The question of whether majority ver- 


dicts should be adopted in jury trials, 
submitted to a jury of seven prominent 
attorneys of Boston, by a Boston Sun- 
day newspaper, shows six out^of the 
seven believe that no change is necessa- 
ry and five out of the seven declare that 
a change would be most unwise and 
even dangerous. Mr. James E. Cotter, 
one of the attorneys who take pait in 
the »yinposium, makes a most effective 
defence for the unanimous verdict in all 
cases. In this connection, he points out 
that with all its imperfections, 
the 


unanimous verdict has more substantial- 
ly met with the approval of men than 
anything else that pertains to and con- 
stitutes a part of our civil government. 
Mr. Cotter believes that apart from all 
arguments for and against inajoiity ver- 
dicts, the jury system, as it is, with its 
una&iaicus decision of twelve men, which 
has stood the test, should not be tampered 
with. He argues, correctly, we believe, 
that the worst can happen under the 
present system by failure to reach a 
unanimous decision is a disagreement, 
in which event the parties understand 
better than before the merits of the con- 
troversy, and an adjustment may be 
reached, or a righteous verdict subse 
quently rendered, while in criminal cases 
a majority verdict would be out of the 
question, for it would be repugnant to 
American jurisprudence to sentence a 
person to death or ignominious puuish- 
ment on the verdict ol a divided jury.

Chicago, the details 
having been arranged by the two prin- 
cipals who dealt through William Pink- 
ertou and Patrick Sheedy, a gambler. 


Mr. Agnew came to the United States 


for the purpose of obtaining possession 
of the Gainsborough c-auvas. Having 
accomplished bis purpose, he immedi- 
ately started home. He should arrive 
in London today with the precious pic- 
ture, and it is probable that Adam 
Worth will travel to London from Liv- 
erpool on the same traiu with him. 
These two men were fellow passengers 
on the Etruria when that steamship 
left this port ten days ago. Worth trav- 
eled under an alias, his name not being 
on the Etruria's passenger list. It is 
even possible that he and Mr. Agnew 
formed a friendship for each other dur- 
ing the voyage. Mr. Agnew never 
knew with whom he was dealing when 
he was negotiating for tbe return of his 
picture. He had no suspicion that the 
man who received the major part of 
the gold he paid to get his canvas 
would sail with him on the Etruria. 


Adam Worth's life has been filled 


with rare adventure, and for .the bene- 
fit of those who may thlhfc it worthy of 
emulation it should be added that he 
has spent many years at the hardest 
kind of labor behind prison walls. 
Worth is said to be a younger son of a 
family whose name has been respected 
and honored in England for genera- 
tions.

together with Suskovitch, Joseph Tieil- 
ly, Becker and others stole the paint- 
ing from the Agnews, but tLat later he 
gave up his life of crime.

To 
t'uba there ii 110 perceptible* increase 
iu lyul compared with 19ow. To Ha- 
waii the exports aiv no longer recorded 
bet-aiist* of tht refusal of exporters to 
continue their statements since the an- 
nexation of Hawaii and its establish- 
ment as a customs district of the Unit 
ed Stales. The latest ligures of .the 
treasury bureau of statistics show that 
the exports from the United States to 
I'orto Rico in the eight months ending 
with February were $4,'Ji>5.'J53 against 
$^.210.721 in the corresponding months 
of the preceding fiscal year. $1.320.6ti3 
in the corresponding period ending 
with February. 1S99, and $1,200,007 In 
the corresponding period with Februa- 
ry, IbW. To the Philippines our ex- 
ports in the eight months ending with 
February were $2.707,881 against $1,- 
701,403 in the corresponding period of 
the preceding fiscal year, $117.021 in the 
same period of the fiscal year 1899 and 
$ta>,235 in the same period ending with 
February, 189S. 


To Cuba our exports for the eight 


months ending with February were 
$17.230,752 against $17.172,472 In the 
corresponding period of the preceding 
year, $10,142,94S» in the eight months 
ending with February, 189y. and $7.- 
'.'•89,323 in the same period ending with 
February, 1S98. 


Export* to Hawaii. 


To the Hawaiian Islands the exports 


cannot, as already indicated, be meas- 
ured for the present fiscal year, but 
there is every reason to believe that 
they are increasing, as are those to 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. In the 
eight months ending with February, 
1900. they Increased 50 per cent over 
the corresponding period of the preced- 
ing fiscal year, and, now that com- 
merce between the islands and the 
United States is absolutely unrestrict- 
ed, it is not unreasonable to assume 
that the figures have materially in- 
creased. 


The total exports to Cuba, Porto Rico

It is believed that the health of the Fil- 
ipinos will not suffer, because they are 
acclimated, and if they do become ill it 
will be an easy matter for them to re- 
cover in the Philippines. 


No difficulty will be experienced iu 


obtaining trained men. During the fall 
of 1S9U Lieutenant Commander .1. V. 
Coltnian, now in charge of the enlisted 
men's branch of the bureau of naviga- 
tion, opened the "Escueln Nautical," or 
nautical school, to train Filipino youths 
To carry on their interisland commerce. 
Good results have been obtained from 
this school. 


There is no law specifically authoriz- 


ing the enlistment of Filipinos, but it is 
pointed out that whether the supreme 
court adjudges the natives foreigners 
or citizens it makes no difference in this 
case, as almost one-fifth of the enlisted 
men of the navy are of foreign nation- 
ality.
